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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 


General  Remarks 

After  eight  years  of  splendid  service,  Supt.  Pitkin  re- 
signed last  Fall  to  accept  a  similar  position  in  the  schools 
of  North  Andover,  Mass.  Mr.  Harold  C.  Bowley  was 
elected  by  the  Supervisory  Union  as  his  successor,  con- 
sequently his  report  covers  the  first  of  the  present  year 
only,  except  some  of  the  statistics.  His  work  in  this  new 
field,  to  date,  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

There  has  also  been  a  change  in  the  school  nurse.  Miss 
Eva  M.  Parker  resigned  last  Spring  and  Mrs.  Constance 
Cooper,  R.  N.,  of  Exeter,  was  elected  for  the  balance  of 
the  year.  Her  work  in  the  various  towns  of  the  Union 
was  so  efiicient  she  was  re-elected  for  the  present  school 
year. 

While  we  were  obliged  to  make  extensive  repairs  at 
the  North  school,  painting,  relaying  the  brick  foundation, 
etc.,  for  which  no  extra  appropriation  was  made,  our 
financial  report  still  shows  a  credit  balance. 

The  item  for  High  School  tuition  in  our  budget  for 
the  coming  year  calls  for  over  $400  more  than  this  year, 
owing  to  the  larger  number  of  pupils  and  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  tuition ;  yet  the  total  amount  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  is  less  than  $100  more  than  last  year. 

In  closing  we  are  gratified  to  report  that  all  the  schools 
under  excellent  teachers  and  efiicient  supervision  are  at- 
taining a  higher  standard.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note 
the  interest  the  parents  have  displayed  as  the  success  of 
the  schools  depend  much  upon  their  support.
